The question of grarting leases {s 
one of the most important questions 
from f& western standpoint, as differ- 
ence of opinion exists whether these 
should be long or short. A committee 
has reported on this matter, but its re- 
port has not been made publie. 

The removal of the duty on wheat in} 
order that the American market may ) 
be opened to the Canadian product will 
be discussed. The deputation will 
likely ask that It be considered in any 
program of tariff revision. 

The appointment of a cabinet mem- 
ber representative of the province, the 
control of natural resources, the duly 
on agricultural implements, re-distri- 
Dution and party organization are also 
live issues to be taken up.

RAILWAY MINISTER 
SAYS LINE MUST 
TOUCH GROUARD 


Word has been reecived in the city to 
the effect that Hon, Frank Cochrane, 
minister of railways, has given a de- 
cision upholding the town of Grouard 
in -its protest against. the proposed 
route of the Edmonton and Dunvegan 
railroad, which would have side-track- 
ed the town. On ‘Thursday before a 
railway route hearing, a Grouard depu- 
tation headed by J. 1, Cote, made a 
vigorous protest when the railway ask - 
ed for approval of its route.
